A 'J'KJP TO TKXAS. 


MT. XION, ILLINOIS, July 7tli, 1870. 
Having boon iippoiotod by Iho Dcca- 


-ur Presbytery to attend tho General 
Assembly of thu Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian Church, to convene in Joffors(>n, 
Texas, I started fur thnt place on tho 


I Oth day of May, 1875. 
Having a lit- 


tle opnro time before tho meeting of tho 


imbly, I went into northwestern 


Missouri, where I formerly labored a 
short time before my removal to this 
State, 
A few counties in that part of 


Mifwouri, in my opinion, aro tlio beat 
part of it for ngrioultural purposes, 
ijraiti, grass and fruits of nearly nil 
kinds do well in anything liku u Ihir 
season. 


I have made somo olnurvatious in 


regard to the apple fruit, in teu diflor- 
ont States in the Union,and have never 
found any to equal thut of northwestern 
Missouri, 
When I wai there in May 


tho prospect for crops of all kinds was 
juito promising, nnd of course a boun- 
tiful harvest was generally anticipated. 
But alas I most of this crop lias already 
been hurvcited by the grasshoppers some 
weeks since. 
A recent letter from Mr. 


S. N. Maeycrs, of that section of eoun 
try, HIIJS : "The 'hopper crop is more 
bountiful than any other kind." 


It is said that those devouring in- 


»oots, within the past few weeks, in the 
western 
counties of 
Missouri, 
have 


swept over a belt forty miles widu and 
one hundred miles long, 
Iu August, 


18GS, f saw perhaps millions of them 
filling thi! whole atmosphere like snow 
flakes, and Hoonjaftor they were playing 
havoc with corn, buckwheat, gardens, 
tVo, 
A good garden would gem-rally 


furnish them with n bountiful mual,am! 
a young turnip patch would apparently 
nllbi'd them ti good oomtnon bj.iakl'tist 
They would impudently lly into a pur 
sen's face, work down into his boot-leg 
and get into his pockets, and yet thoy 
wuro, in Home rospeuts, seemingly hem; 
lieial, as hugs would actually go 
foi 


lliem, and l u i k u y s and uhiukeiis daion 
on them. 


On tho morning of May 17th 1 again 


started on tho wing southward in com 
pauy with Mr. T. U. Uarnott,of Whites 
villo, Mo, 
Aftur taking refreshments 


with an iicijjuiiintanoo nt St. Joseph, we 
proceeded to Kansas Oity, where we lei' 
iu with more company, 
Soon after wu 


met with, and were accompanied by 
Rev, vS, \V..Mti(Jorklc, uf Kidgc Prui 
rie, Mo., who has been writing for tin 
ohildron for several yearn past over tin 
signature of "Uncle Sam." 


Taking the groat M. K. and T, rail 


road that extends from Hannibal, Mo, 
to Uenison, Texas, our way led through 
Missouri, Kansas and Indian Territory 
Thu fiteo of thu country south of Sednl- 
in, in Mo , is generally f|iiitc handsome-, 
but thu soil is comparatively t h i n ami 
evidently not very productive. 


The most attractive part of Kansas 


in my judgment, is iu thucoiintry about 
the young and growing city of I'arsons 
which in only a few 
miles from the 


southern boundary uf the State. 
Tin, 


Million or Indian Territory is certainly 
a very linu country for stock-raising, as 
thu suil is rich, undulating prairie, and 
thu climate mild and .salubiious, 
I wa 


surprised to see this great country so 
sparsely settled, and comparatively lit- 
tie that was worth thu name of improve 
mont. 
Nevertheless 1 sawagoud innny 


small houses, or lather hut.s, about the 
streams and timber, with here and there 
patches ol'corn.

expense, whilst 


many of them live, no doubt, by fishing 
and hunting. 
From my eoaeli window 


I saw Hume eight or tun deer in a (lock,
